WASHINGTON, April 5 — 
American “total diplomacy” is 
fighting actions on three conti- 
nents to strengthen the free world 
and oppose Communism, Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson re- 
vealed at his press conference 
here today. 

The United States is waging 
political, economic and psycho- 
logical warfare campaigns in Eu- 
rope, Asia and the Western 
Hemisphere itself, Acheson dis- 
closed. 

This country is taking the of- 
fensive on four main sectors of 
the cold war in Europe. 

Washington is seeking to 
strengthen Western Europe by 
co-ordinating the policies of the 
countries which have _ signed 
the North Atlantic Treaty and, 
more particularly, the policies of 
the United States, Britain and 
France. ° 

Washington is further taking 
action to bring Germany into the 
Western. European community. 
thus reducing Russian influence 
in the Reich and at the same time 
helping Western Europe to be 
strong enough to stand off the 
Russians. 

Against Arms for Reich. 

Acheson made it clear, however, 
that the United States still op- 
poses the rearmament of Ger- 
many under anything like present 
circumstances. This assurance 
will gratify the. French—who are 
still the main factor, so far as 
ground forces are concerned, in 
plans for the concerted defense 
of Western Europe.

The - present 2-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline tax was established 
through an initiative law adopted 
the voters in 1924 by a majori- 
ty of 374,829. Five previous pro- 
posals to increase the tax have 
been beaten since 1938 by ma- 
jorities ranging from 46,053 to 
479,272. 

Two tax increase proposals, 
both calling for a 3-cent tax 
were defeated in the 1938 gen- 
eral election.

“This legislation is unwarranted 
and cannot be supported by facts,” 
the Mayors telegraphed Truman 
at Key West, Fla. 

Signing the. telegram were the 
Mayors of New York City, Chica- 
go, Philadelphia, Detroit, Los An- 
geles, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Bal- 
timore, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City, Cincinnati, Denver, 
*Toledo, Birmingham, Akron and 
St. Paul, as well as St. Louis.

A majority of Repub- 
licans voted for the bill in the 
House and a majority of Demo- 
crats in the Senate.” 

He stressed, however, that in 
conversations he had with the 
President prior to congressional 
debate on the bill, Truman “never 
at any time” promised he would 
sign the -neasure if passed by 
Congress. The President, Kerr 
went on, took a “hands-off” posi- 
tion with respect to the fight in 
the legislative branch saying he 
would make his decision if and 
when the bill reached him. 

Meanwhile persistent reports 
spread through Capitol Hill, aside 
from Kerr’s views, that the Presi- 
dent will sign the politically-ex- 
plosive measure, which would 
exempt independent producers of 
natural gas from regulation by the 
Federal Power Commission. The 
bill itself is not yet before him, 
since interested Government agen- 
cies must study it before it is 
sent to his desk. 


Truman’s Dilemma. 

The Presidént is aware that Re- 
publicans are certain to make the 
bill a prime political issue if he 
signs it, leveling accusations in 
the coming campaign that he 
sided with the same “vested in- 
terests” he so often has de- 
nounced, He is equally aware that 
a veto would alienate powerful 
party leaders from the gas- and 
oil-producing states, including 
Kerr and House Speaker Rayburn 
of Texas. 

Flat predictions that he will 
sign have come from some of his 
close friends on the Hill. If these 
predictions are correct, the Presi- 
dent will take his time about 
signing, but when he does he will: 

1. Do so “reluctantly.” 

2. Point out, howeyer, that 
the Kerr-Thomas bill’ differs 
substantially from the Moore- 
Rizley bill of last year which 
he opposed.

FTC Cracks Down on ‘False’ 
Claims by Cigarette Companies 


Issues ‘Cease and Desist’ Orders Against R. J. 
Reynolds Co., Makers of Camels, and 
P. Lorillard Co., Old Gold. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
The Government today ordered a 
crackdown on what it called 
“false and misleading advertis- 
ing” by some major cigarette 
makers. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
directed two of the largest com- 
panies to halt certain claims that 


one brand of cigarettes is supe- 
rior to another. 

The so-called “cease and de- 
sist” orders were against R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co., makers of 
Camel cigarettes, and the P. 
Lorillard Co., producers of Old 
Gold. 

The commission said it also is 
considering similar action against 
the American Tobac¢o Co. and its 
Lucky Strike cigarettes as well 
as against Philip Morris, Ltd., 
and the cigarettes which bear 
that company’s name. 

“All cigarettes contain varying 
amounts of nicotine and throat 
irritants,” the com on said in 
announcing its action, “and there 
is no reliable basis in fact for 
advertising claims that one brand 
is superior to another in. these 
respects.” 

Court Appeals Possible. 
FTC’s action against the ciga- 
rette makers was the outgrowth 
— proceedings started in August 
Its order that Camel and Old 
Gold halt what F''C found to be 
“false and misleading advertising” 
represents a final decision on the 
part of the commission. The com- 
panies may appeal to the cow ts, 
however. 

Aside from the contemplaiied 
action against Lucky Strike and 
Philip Morris cigarettes, the com- 
mission said in its 4000-word 
statement that it is studying thé 
advertising practices of Pall Mall 
cigarettes, made by American 
Cigarette & Cigar Co., of Dur- 
ham, N. C. 

FTC trial examiners already 
have recommended issuing the 
“cease and desist” orders against 
Lucky Strike and Bhilip Morris. 
FTC said its action on Camel, 
and Old Gold was based pri- 
marily on a finding that those 
cigarettes “cannot truthfully 
claim a lower nicotine content 
because the tobaceoes used by 
the manufacturers of all the lead- 
ing cigarette brands contain nico- 
tine in substantially the same 
quantities and variations.” 

Series of Tests Cited. 

The agency asserted that this 
was proved by a series of tests 
made by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration at the request of the 
Trade ‘Commission. 

“The results of these tests,” 
FTC stated, “showed that . . 
it is impossible for a manufactur-

of cigarettes, or that Camels or 
the smoke therefrom will never 
harm or irritate the throat.” 


Other Claims Barred. 


FTC also barred advertising 
claims by Camel that this cig- 
arette is “either beneficial to or 
not injurious to a particular bodi- 
ly system or some other part of 
the body.” Contrary to these rep- 
resentations,, FTC asserted: “The 
record clearly shows that Camels 
cigarettes are physiologically in- 
jurious when smoked to excess’ 
and, where the smoker is dis- 
eased.” 

The commission branded as 
“deceptive” claims by Camel that 
the cigarette would “soothe the 
nerves” and that an athlete could 
smoke Camels without experienc- 
ing an adverse effect on endur- 
ance and energy. 

The commission also said Loril- 
lard has “misrepresented” its ad- 
vertising in claiming that Old 
Golds had a lower percentage of 
“harmful substances in the to- 
bacco and in the smoke” than 
other cigarettes. 

As part of its action against 
LoriljJard, FTC also ordered the 
company tec stop certain adver- 
tising claims for its Beech Nut 
and Sensation cigarettes and 
Friends smoking tobacco.

A stalemate would 
mean that Congress would not 
have an opportunity to act on any 
housing legislation until after the 
House returns April 18. 

Senator Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, told reporters last night 
after a lengthy session that House 
members felt they had a good 
chance to get House action  to- 
morrow before the recess if a 
compromise bill could be agreed 
on today. 

Several Points Settled. 

Yesterday’s meeting brought 
‘agreement on several of the ma- 
jor points in dispute between the 
two houses. 

The conferees agreed to a $2,- 
250,000,000 authorization for the 
Federal Housing Administration 
to carry on its mortgage insurance 
programs. This covers FHA mort- 
gage insurance for saleable and 
rental housing.

Aziz said he effected the’ coup 
with only 150 men, although other 
reports said the rebels numbered 
almost 800. 

Ten persons were reported 
killed or wounded in the street 
fighting.

SHIP GROUNDED IN 
FOG OFF NEW YORK, 
ANOTHER RAMMED 


NEW YORK, April 5 (AP)—One 
ship ran aground and another ves- 
sel was rammed and -seriously 
damaged in the pre-dawn fog out- 
side New York harbor early to- 
day. No one was reported hurt. 

A 6214-ton freighter, the §.S. 
Hurricane, went aground on a 
sand bar near Fire Island, a re- 
sort spot in the Atlantic off the 
southern shore of Long Island. 

The ship was described as “rid- 
ing high” out of the water. A 
Coast Guard cutter was standing 
by, while a tug was ordered to 
the scene to try to dislodge the 
stranded freighter. 

A 91-foot schooner, the Edith 
Boudreau, was rammed by an un- 
identified vessel in a dense fog 
about 15 miles southeast of the 
harbor entrance. 

The schooner, a gaping hole 
punched in its bow, limped into 
New York harbor under its own 
power. 

Three hours after dawn today 
Manhattan was in midnight dark- 
ness. The weather bureau said the 
darkness, which passed in about 
10 minutes, was caused by a cold 
front moving across the city as 
the wind shifted from south to 
northwest.

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Victim of Heart Disease| 
at Peoria — Remitted 
$190,000 to Utility in’ 
Slush Fund Activities. 


E. Bentley. Hamilton, an attor- 
ney who kicked back $190,000 in 
fees to Union Electric Co. during 
the utility’s slush fund activities 
in the 1930s, died yesterday of 
heart disease at Peoria, where he 
lived: He was 70 vears old. 


Gen. Elisha B. Hamilton, a Civil 
War officer, had practiced law 
since 1904. He was a trustee of 
Illinois College at Jacksonville. 

He was suspended from prac- 
tice for three years by the Illinois 
Supreme Court in 1944 on the 
groupd of unethical conduct grow- 
ing out of the kickbacks. He 
testified in United States District 
Court here in the trials of Louis 
H. Egan and Frank J. Boehm, for- 
mer Union Electric officials, who 
served prison terms for their part 
in the slush fund operations. 

Hamilton, in his appearances 
as a witness, told of returning 
approximately one-half of his an- 
nual retainer fee of $40,000 to 
the utility over a nine-year 
period. His kickback, along with 
that of Benjamin P. Alschuler, 
attorney of Aurora, IIll., consti- 
tuted a substantial share of 
Union Electric’s old $600,000 
political slush fund. Alschuler 
also was subsequently suspended 
for three years by the [Illinois 
Supreme Court. 

Although Hamilton contended 
he did not know the use made by 


the utility of his kickbacks, the 
defense attorney in Boehm’s trial 
asserted, in reference to the two 
Illinois attorneys: “These men 
were expérienced in utility mat- 
_— and knew what they were do- 
0 g.” 

Mr. Hamilton was a past presi- 
dent of the Illinois Society of 
Phi Beta Kappa. His wife and 
two sons, E. Bentley Hamilton Jr. 
and George B. Hamilton, survive. 


‘PAPA DUNN’S’ LOAN 
BUSINESS TO MOVE 
AFTER 78 YEARS 


“Papa Dunn’s” is moving after 
78 years. 

The pawnshop, formally known 
as the A, and L. Dunn Mercan- 
tile & Loan Co., will move about 
Sept. 1 from its original quarters 
at 912 Franklin avenue to 526 
Pine street. 

A survey indicated that more 
prospective customers now pass 
through the Pine street neighbor- 
hood, Leon E. Dunn, vice presi- 
dent of the company, said. The 
old building, he added, is show- 
ing such signs of age that it 
may have to be condemned. It 
had housed a harness shop when 
the firm was established by the 
late Thomas and George Dunn, 
brothers, who came here from 
Canada. George Dunn’s sons, 
Leon and Arthur A. Dunn, now 
operate it. 

The Franklin avenue building, 
which was expanded through the 
years, is leased from the estate 
of Thomas Dunn, under an agree- 
ment expiring at the end of this 
year. When Thomas Dunn died, 
in 1931, he left a $3,000,000 es- 
tate and bequeathed $100,000 for 
establishment of a boys’ home at 
325 North Ewing avenue. 

The firm was the first of its 
kind to locate in a Negro neigh- 
borhood. Both its clientele and 
business have changed. It form- 
erly made most of its loans on 
clothing. Now most of its loans 
are on jewelry, tools, outboard 
motors, and assorted merchan- 
dise. 


ST. JOSEPH RETAINS 
LEVY FOR POLICE 
AND FIREMEN’S PAY 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 5 (AP) 
—Continuation of a 15-cent levy 
for salaries of policemen and fire- 
men was overwhelmingly ap- 
proved Tuesday in the city elec- 
tion. The vote for the measure 
was 14,571 to 2315. 

First approved four years ago, 
the levy resulted in an increase 
of about $20 a month for mem- 
bers of the two departments. 

Firemen and policemen offered

SALES TAX EVADER MISSES 
PAYMENT, PAROLE REVOKED 


The workhouse > parole of Henry 
Reitz, grocer of 313 Lami street, 
was revoked today by Judge 
Louis Comerford in the Court of 
Criminal Correction because the 
grocer missed one payment of a 


$1256 sales tax bill he owed the 
state. 

Reitz pleaded guilty of failure 
to file sales tax returns for a 
three-month period ending July 
15, 1948.

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Future of Germany Poses Critical 
Find Urgent Question for the West; 
Britain's Stand Appears to Be Key 


State Department Said to Favor West Euro- 
pean Union, With England Acting as 
Counter-Balance to Reich — French Insist 
on This, but British Are Reluctant.

will join fully in the uhity of Western Europe as a 


tion, it is considered certain that_France will be unwilling to accept 


Germany -as a full-scale partner. 
The United States favors 
Western European union, includ- 
ing all three of those. nations, 
and feels that German participa- 
tion is essential both to Germany 
and to its Western’ neighbors. But 
British and French policy, rather 
than American, holds the key to 
future developments. : 

Some diplomats say the situa- 
tion will be the most critical to 
be discussed by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, British For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin and 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman when they meet in Lon- 
don next month. 

Meanwhile, it was sharply 
pointed up last night in a speech 
which. the American High Com- 
missioner for Germany, John J. 
McCloy, made in London. The 
speech reflected top policy think- 
ing in the State Department here. 

“The fact is,” McCloy said 
bluntly, “we cannot solve the 
German preblem without fitting 
it into the larger context of a 
united Europe.” 

At another point he said: “No 
friend of Britain, aware of her 
problems, would dare urge any 
step which might prejudice Brit- 
ain’s existence or impair her po- 
sition as a leader of nations. The 
United States, too, will have to 
do its share.” 

Dismantling Issue. 

State Department officials here 
are considerably more concerned 
about this question of the future 
of Germany _in relation to Britain 
and France than they are about 
the dismantling of German in- 
dustries. 

The dismantling program was 
assailed ®y Senator Jenner (Rep.), 
Indiana, in a Senate speech yes- 
terday. -Jenner attacked dis- 
mantling. as a means of weaken- 
ing Westé?i Germany at a time 
when it is confronted with the 
necessity of producing more in 
order to care for its overcrowded 
population. Department officials 
said that the dismantling program 
—which was started shortly after 
the end of the war to end Ger- 
many’s war-making capacity — is 
almost completed. It is supposed 
to be entirely finished by late 
fall. 

McCloy also attacked the 
population problem in his speech. 


“I hope we shall be stccessful 
in our efforts to unite Germany,” 
he said, “but even with unity, 
in order to support that popula-| 
tion, Germany must rely on _ in- 
dustrial output even more heavily 
than she did before the war. 
Without the solution of these basic 
economic problems, democratic 
forces may not be able to retain 
power-and exercise influence in 
Germany. It is essential then to 
build an economy strong enough 
to support its larger population.” 


In order to achieve that result, 
McCloy said, Germany must be 
made part of the larger commun- 
ity of Western Europe. 


Thus McCloy defined the 
problems which officials here say 
is the basic American concern 
about the future of Germany and 
Western Europe. 


They contend, for example, 
that German industrial output 
should serve as one source of 
strength and higher living stan- 
dards for the whole Western 
European community. They rea- 
lize, nevertheless, that this means 
a much stronger Germany than 
now exists. And they stress 
the point that unless Germany 
can find markets for its products, 
its industrial production capacity 
will not be translated into jobs 
for workers and economic inde- 
pendence for the whole nation. 


It is at this juncture that the 
difficulties with Britain and 
France arise. Indications here 
are that the French are -villing 
to go along in general with 
American plans, provided: That 
Germany’s growing industrial 
strength and its resurgent politi- 
cal power are offset in any fu- 
ture European organization by 
the strength and .power of other 
nations. bite a 


The French are reported to 
feel that a Western European 
union which included the Ger- 
mans and themselves, but not 
fhe British, would -soon become 
unbalanced in favor of “sermany. 

The British so far are reported 
unwilling to go along te the ex- 
tent that the French -onsider 
necessary. The British position 
is. that Britain is not in fact a 
part ‘of the continent end that 
its. -ties with the commonwealth 
as well as its internal economic 
problems make British member- 
ship in the European union un- 
desirable.

OMMUNIST propaganda technique has just presented the world 
Corn one of the purest specimens of its art in the Soviet zone 

of Germany. It is a 48page picture magazine called USA, vol- 
ume 1, No. 1 of which has just appeared in Berlin. 


USA is a elassic example of 
selective editing, of a combina- 
tion of authentic pictures chosen 
and arranged so as to add up to 
a great, but uncheckable, lie. 

The front cover is a picture of 
a night at the Metropolitan Op- 
era in New York: a tiaraed old 
lady, sitting beside a stiff-shirt- 
ed man, has put her withered 
leg up on the table beside a 
champagne bucket and wine cups. 

From this scene of American 
culture, the magazine opens to 
a picture of a burning building. 
This is an asylum at Davenport, 
Ia., in which, readers are told, 
33 women and five children died 
in a 100-year-old firetrap. 

The next full-page picture is 
of Charlie Chaplin and Jackie 
Coogan in one of the scenes from 
“The Kid.” The two of them, 
dressed in rags, are peering 
round a street corner while a 
fat cop scowls at them from _ be- 
hind. The two waifs are said to 
portray the misery of the “East 
Side of New York in the Twen- 
tieth Century.” 

Pictures Alternate. 

The pictures and articles then 
alternate page after page, the 
idle rich mocking the starving 
poor. Pictures of Okies fleeing 
the Dust Bowl alternate with 
chorus girls, Harlem slums alter- 
nate with bathing beauties. 
Strikes and riot scenes, most of 
them taken during the depression 
years, are shown as pictures of 
American labor relations today. 

“We can't live on $5 to $8 a 
week,” says on placard carried in 
a picture by a woman dressed in 
deep depression style. The cap- 
tion adds that, to earn this pit- 
tance, women must work 10 to 12 
hours a day. 

There is a short article describ- 
ing life on Park avenue, where 
4000 families were surveyed. They 
had an average income of $70,000 
a year, the wives t $21,000 
annually for their clothes, $5000 
annually for jewels.

rwa HIS complex, fear-distorted German situation is the key to the 
European future.

If 
you do not éry to win a cold war, you must expect to lose it. 


The great mistake that is still 
being made. in the highest quar- 
ters at home is to suppose there 
are Other differences between a 
cold, war and a hot war besides 
the absence of shooting. In fact, 
there is no difference whatever, 
either in the need to mobilize 
resdurces, or in tHe ruthlessness 
of the methods that may be em- 
ployed, or in the price of defeat.

grains. 

The s surplus on any market sets the 
price—often the surplus doesn’t have 
to be much to affect the market mate- 
rially. With the surplus taken off of 
the market, our s and prod- 
ucts would naturally reach their parity 
level and maintain that level. There 
would then be no need for floors under 
prices and there would be no need for 
the expenditure by the Government of 
billions of doligrs to support these 
prices. 

If we are to consider investing in 
foreign countries, many of the people 
must be educated before it is safe to 
make such an investment. Many of 
them are under-fed and they must be 
fed before they can be educated. Money 
sent abroad does not help the masses 
to the extent that: food would help. 
Money invites graft and corruption— 
food builds up the soul and creates 
kindly thoughts. 

We are faced with increased regula- 
tions and higher taxes. One regulation 
calls for another and does not solve the 
problem. Agriculture is the bulwark of 
the nation and must be kept on a free 
enterprise basis if we are to remain a 
democracy and remain strong. No pro- 
ducer of live stock or grains would 
hesitate to give his surplus to hungry 
people if he Peceived as many dollars 
for what he had left as he would have 
for the whole, had it been placed on 
the market. 

We must keep our people employed.

As for the lease of the unused Potters Field 
property for a private housing project, this is on 
balance a reasonable step to take. The city 
now gets ne@thing from this land. After the 
housing development, it will receive a substan- 
tial item of regular income. The project should 
and doubtless will hold in St. Louis a sizeable 
group of middle-income families which otherwise 
would settle outside St. Louis. It goes without 
saying that care must be taken in the removal 
of the graves now on the site. 

Still another difference has come up in con- 
nection with the building trades union leaders 
and plans for th8 construction. But this clearly 
resulted from misunderstanding since here there 
can be no substantial difference for long be- 
tween the workers and the City Hall. The 
housing projects, which are now being planned, 
will give workmen much employment over the 
next several years. Thus, St. Louis will be 
doubly blessed by these undertakings.

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Too Many Polling Places 

Surely the officials of electidn in St. Louis 
county towns and cities could do better than the 
system of duplicate, triplicate, quadruplicate and 
quintuplicate polling places to which many vot- 
ers were subjected in Tuesday's balloting. 

Some voters were compelied to go to one place 
to vote in their school district, another place to

Senator Kerr, Oklahoma multimillionaire 
and owner of vast natural gas holdings, has 
won his fight so far to free natural gas 
rates of so-called “independent” producers 
from Federal Power Commission control. 


The “independents” include 34 of the 
biggest natural gas owners and oil com- 
panies in the nation. They are called in- 
dependent not because they are small, but 
because they do not own pipelines. Free- 
ing them frdm:‘controls takes 85 per 
cent of the nation’s 
natural gas from rate 
control. Unless Presi- 
dent Truman vetoes 
the bill, natural gas 
users in Wisconsin 
and throughout the 
nation can expect 
higher rates. . 


Where the Presi- 
dent stands is any- 
body’s guess. A year 
ago he was against ' ; 
the bill. A few weeks President Truman 
ago Senator Kerr was busy letting it be 
known that the White House favored the 
bill. Last week, when the public began 
to be heard, it was announced in Key West 
that the President had returned to his old 
positton—against the bill. 

Kerr’s position in the ‘fight was disgrace- 
ful. He is a partter in the Kerr-McGee 
Oil Producing Co., owner of large natural 
gas holdings. It has been estimated that the 
bill will enrich his company by $50,000,000. 

However the President may feel per- 
sonally, some Democratic leaders are point- 
ing out, that he has strong political rea- 
sons for vetoing the natural gas bill. 

It will be-hard 
to explain to the public how the general 
welfare was served by giving big gas and 
oil companies the green light on rate 
raises that will affect everyone within the 
shadow of a gas stove.

The Senate has passed the Kerr bill. It 
has passed it despite the vigorous opposi- 
tion of forces led by Senator Paul Douglas 
of Illinois, who contended that to exempt 
the “independent” producers of natural 
gas from price regulation would mean that 
gas rates all over the country would be 
forced upward. 

That leaves Senator Douglas and the 
forces he led with no chance of winning 
except the President.. And Senator Doug- 
las, a fighter who never gives up until he 
is Completely whipped, immediately called 
upon President Truman to veto the legis- 
lation. 

But still cnitpeioel is the question 
whether President Truman is in a position 
to veto that measure. There is consider- 
able reason to believe that President Tru- 
man had favored the Kerr bill before the 
Senate fight started, or so says Washington 
géssip. And it is pointed out that it would 
not have been scheduled in the Senate had 
it been really opposed by the President. 

But Senator Douglas may feel that even 
if the Président cannot change sides this 
time he should be shamed into not get- 
ting himself on the wrong side again.

Those Senators who voted, by a major- 
ity of only six votes, for Senator Kerr’s 
bill exempting the producers of natural 
gas from federal price regulation, must be 
held individually accountable by their con- 
stituents. If the price of natural gas sold 
by producers to pipelines does not now in- 
crease, there will have been no point to 
Senator Kerr’s assiduous campaign in fa- 
vor of a bill which personally benefits a 
company owned by him. It is the opinion 
of Senators Douglas of Illinois and Gillette 
of Iowa that the bill is a blow at every in- 
dividual consumer who must obtain his 
gas by pipeline. 

The House having passed the bill, the 
exemption of large gas producers from any 
control over their prices will become law, 
unless the President vetoes it. 


If President Truman signs this bill, he 
will have reversed a 20-year trend by which 
the Democratic party has become the pro- 
tector of the ultimate consumer against 
large monopolies of natural resources. In 
the opinion of practical, politicians, Mr. 
Truman is virtually committed to sign Sen- 
ator Kerr’s bill because his last campaign 
benefited from the large contributions of 
Oklahoma oil and gas millionaires. 

Whatever one may say about Mr. Tru- 
man’s weakness for cronies, he has until 
now invariably put the public fnterest 
above the personal enrichment of friends. 
Politicians may feel that the President 
cannot afford to antagonize men who give 
money to political campaigns. But the 


' President is shrewd enough to realize that 


no amount of money from men who hope 
to benefit from their gifts will re-elect 
him if the.people have lost faith in his 
willingness to put their cause first. 


If Mr. Truman signs the Kerr bill, or 
permits it to become law without a signa- 
ture any resulting price gouges will hit 
millions of voters in an acutely sensitive 
spot—their family budgets.

Kansas City is close to what could be a 
gradual build-up for higher gas prices. The 
Kerr bill is now through Congress. The 
only question is whether President Tru- 
man will sign the bill. He opposed the 
same plan in previous sessions but has 
been reported to be more favorable now. 

Transportation of gas involves it in in- 
terstate commerce. The only effective 


control over this utility business must be - 


the Federal. Government. There is no oth- 
er. And the Government’s control agency 
is the Federal Power Commission which 
would be very much weakened by the Kerr 
bill. 

As usually happens this bill stirs a con- 
flict of interests. In this area the consum- 
ers in the Kansas and Missouri cities would 
be required to pay more for their gas. The 
producers and land owners in Western 
Kansas could expect to receive more money 
for their gas. 

Seflator Kem and Senator Donnell of 
Missouri represented the interests of a 
gas consuming state and they made a good 
fight. Now that the fight is lost in Con- 
gress the final decision goes to President 
Truman... Kansas City’s interests definitely 
ride with the hope for a veto.

The Importance of Sinkiang 

PIVOT OF ASIA, by Owen Lattimore. (Little, Brown 
& Co., 288 Pages, $3.50) 

‘Out of 100 persons stopped on any busy 
street corner, probably not even 10 would 
be able to identify Sinkiang as a Chinese 
province. Yet a reading of this authorita- 
tive and information-crammed book leads 
to the cenviction that this outpost will in 
a few years—at most—become well known 
as a pivotal point in international politics. 
A mere speck on the horizon now, it may 
well surpass Manchuria as a focal point of 
the Far East. 

Owen Lattimore, the author, has long 
been referred to as the best informed 
American on Asiatic affairs and currently 
is receiving much publicity as a result of 
being smeared by Senator McCarthy’s wild 
swings with his red paint brush. He is 
the author of 11 other successful books on 
the Far East and he heads the Walter 
Hines Page School of International Rela- 
tions at Johns Hopkins University. 

This volume results from a group study 
made by Lattimore and his associates un- 
der a Carnegie grant. It deals with a ter- 
ritory about twice the size of Texas, lying 

in the heart of Asia 

' where Russia, China, 

Tibet, India and 
Afghanistan meet. 
This remote land of 
pasture, desert and 
oasis, is inclosed on 
/ .three sides by mighty 
mountain masses and 
on the eastern side 
by vast stretches of 
™ barren plateau. The 
snow-clad Heavenly 
Mountains, runmng 
from east to west 
and rising to 23,000 
feet, split it into two 
unequal parts. A 
dozen completely different languages are 
spoken by the 4,000,000 backward people 
who live in the one third of the province 
now inhabited. Only in the last decade 
have they given the slightest hint that 
they were affected by the revolutionary 
ideas loose in Asia since the turn of the 
century. 


Today, as Lattimore expresses it, this 
strange land is teeming with its own na- 
tionalism, is no longer a vacuum “and the 
most important aspect of its position is 
that it stands between a Communist- 
dominated China and a Communist-con 
trolled Soviet Union.” This obscure s» 
trapy, which for nearly a century has 
accepted mandates from the Chinese gov- 
ernment and then continued to fumble 
along in its own way, is now one of the 
“frontiers which determine the political 
balance of the world.” 


Lattimore sees it standing at the back 
door of old India, in which the new politi- 
cal, economic and social forces of the two 
dominions are now at work, and at one of 
the front doors of Soviet Russia. In its 
pivotal position, Sinkiang “will most rapid- 
ly transmit to India, Pakistan, Afghanistan 
and Iran the news that passes from mouth 
to mouth where few people read or hear 
the radio—news of the meaning in their 
lives of great political changes in China. 
Once more, as in the days of the rise of 
the Han Empire, more than 2000 years ago, 
Sinkiang has become in fact a pivot around 
which revolve politics, and power, and the 
fates of men.” Mr. Lattimore reveals a 
new and important facet in the Soviet- 
Chinese situation and provides encyclo- 
pedie data on what was an obscure corner 
of the earth.

perts call “airframe weight.” One 
can use it as the accepted meas- 
ure of airpower for this debate 
just as one accepts measures like 
horsepower, voltage, ship ton- 
nage. without knowing precisely 
what they are. 


Now in terms of “airframe 
weight” produted annually the 
Truman - Johnson program is 
about 24,000,000 pounds for 1951. 
Gen. Eisenhower—I believe this 
is correct—would like to see this 
raised to 31,000,000. The Sym- 
ington-Finletter view 1s that it 
ought to be 86,000,000. 


A Different Air Force? 


Thus the difference between 
the Truman-Johnson and the Eis- 
enhower views is not nearly so 
great as the difference between 
their views and that of the Sym- 
ington-Finletter school. In fact 
it may be said that the Truman- 
Johnson-Eisenhower views rest on 
the same strategic concept. The 
Symington-Finletter view, on the 
other hand, rests on a radically 
different strategic concept. To 
go up from 24,000,000 to 31,000,- 
000 as Gen. Eisenhower proposes, 
would be to sustain and ‘improve 
the quality of the Air Force now 
decided upon. To go up from 
31,000,000 to 86,000,000 would be 
to embark upon the creation of 
an altogether different type of 
Air Force. 


What is the difference? It is 
essentially whether the Air Force 
should be prepared (by 1953 or 
thereabouts) to wage a sustained 
campaign. The Truman-Johnson- 
Eisenhower Air Force would pre- 
sumably be able to deliver hard 
blows for—let us say—a three 
months’ assault. Then it would 
be used up, and it would take 
perhaps 18 months before the air- 
craft industry could get into full 
production for a renewal of the 
assault. The Symington-Finletter 
Air Force would (after 1953) pre- 
sumably be eapable of carrying 
on the assault out of its own re- 
serves without having to pause 
while the aircraft industry got 
into full production. 


Instrument of Defense. 


In weighing the two airpower 
policies the financial burden, 
though serious, is not the con- 
trolling consideration. This coun- 
try could afford the bigger Air 
Force far better than it could af- 
ford to be defeated in a war. The

Though our 
force would not be adequate to 
knock out Russia, there is no cer- 


| tainty that the Symington-Finlet- 


ter force would be able to knock 
out Russia. It should, however, 
be sufficient to deter any govern- 
ment from starting a war in which 
the chances were that the United 
States could not be knocked out. 


The existing force, furthermore, 
is in truth the instrument of a 
defensive policy. The very fact 
that the Air Force is not large 
enough to wage a total continu- 
ous campaign, but only to strike 
hard retailiatory blows, is the ob- 
jective proof that we are not pre- 
paring a preventive war. The 
Soviet propaganda may talk about 
warmongering. But the realists 
in the Kremlin, studying our ac- 
tual forces, know that they are 
not the forces needed for a pre- 
ventive war. Our forces, at the 
Eisenhower level, are det nt 
but they are not provocative. 


A decision to go up from the 
Eisenhower to the Symington- 
Finletter level would be one thing 
if the Air Force were in being the 
week after the money for it had 
been voted. It is quite another 
thing if two or three years must 
elapse before the bigger force 
exists. That interval between 
the decision to create the force 
and the actual creation of the 
force would be very critical. For 
we should have served notice on 
the Kremlin that by 1953 we shall 
be mobilized for total war. During 
the period when we were mobiliz- 
ing—but were not yet mobilized— 
we could hardly count on the 
Soviet Governnient’s taking no 
measures of its own. At a mini- 
mum we should have to expect it 
to take measures to deny to the 
new Air Force the bases from 
which all but its biggest bombers 
could operate. 


Deadline for War? 


Thus the decision to go up to 
the Symington-Finletter level of 
airpower would—in any prudent 
calculation—increase immediately 
the insecurity of Scandinavia, the 
Middle East, Germany and Japan. 

These; I believe, are the funda- 
mental considerations which have 
to be taken into account in judg- 
ing this momentous question of 
military policy. The choice is not 
between security and insecurity. 
Neither policy offers complete 
security and neither policy is 
without grave risks. 7 

But the risks of deciding and 
then announcing that we are pre- 
paring for total war by a certain 
date (1953) seem to be greater— 
considering the whole world sit- 
uation—than the Eisenhower pol- 
icy of. maintaining what is in fact 
a defensive, deterrent, but not 
— military establish- 
ment.

NE of the moot points in Ca- 

nasta is the question of when 

to freeze the pack. Usually, if 
there’s any doubt in your mind 
about the advisability of doing so, 
you will be better off if you don’t. 
However, there are some occa- 
sions when you should recognize 
the necessity for a freeze without 
your partner’s having to hum a 
few bars from, “Baby, it’s cold 
outside.” For example, consider 
the following deal: 


The opponents needed 90, and 
one of them reduced his hand by 
six cards in order to make the ini- 
tial meld; the other reduced his 
hand by four cards in order to 
build up these melds toward ca- 
nastas. Your side needs 120, and 
it is the third round of play, with 
no one having taken the pack. 
Your partner’s last discard was a 
black three, so you know he had 
nothing to worry about on his last 
turn. But now it’s up to you to 
discard.

hand opponent hag also discarded 
a five. So you have a couple of 
discards that look fairly safe, but 
of course you can never be sure; 
you are discarding into the seven- 
card hand. What do you do? 

You should discard your deuce 
and freeze the pack. First, be- 
cause you can’t afford to let the 
opponents take the pack. Second, 
because you can spare the deuce 
(in spite of the fact it is your one 
and only) for the reason that your 
only chance to make the mini- 
mum meld is to buy a joker, so 
you won't be able to take the 
pack even if your right-hand op- 
ponent throws a card you can 
use. Third: With your opponents’ 
hands reduced and your hands 
at full strength, your side will 
have the better chance to take the 
frozen pack. And, fourth, be- 
cause if you don’t freeze the pack 
on this turn your partner may 
have to do so at his next turn 
and break up what you hope is 
his better chance to make 120. 


Question: Playing a two-hand 
variation in which you draw two 
cards and discard one, there is 
only one card left in stock. May 
I take it and also take the top 
card of the discard pile? 

Answer: No. You may never 
take the pack unless legally able 
to meld the top card. When you 
take the pack you may not also 
draw from the stock. If unable 
to take the’ pack, you are en- 
titled only to draw the lone card 
remaining in the stock.

Too-Tired Child

ANY a temper tantrum is brought on by fatigue. The 

child is so tired he does not know what to do with him- 

self and the tantrum, the unreasonable tears, I won'ts, 
I don’t wants, are but the expressions of great weariness. 

Little children are driven by nature to use their energy as 
fast as it gathers. Only by using it hard can growth and 
development take place. That is why little children are “‘on 
the go” all day long. But that doesnot mean that they do 
not become weary. They do.

IT IS POSSIBLE FOR little children, even the nine-year- 
olds, to become so tired that their nerves no longer register 
fatigue and they go on and on until they fairly drop, That 
is the cause of the tantrums. We can prevent them when this 
is the cause by seeing that the children have time: out to 
rest. 

Rest does not always mean inaction. It can mean a 
change of activity. If they have been studying in school they 
are tired at the end of the session. They must be released 
for hard play. They use another set of muscles and nerve 
cells while the first ones rest and are refreshed. That is 
why rest periods, changes of activity, are so essential in 
classwork in school.

THE RUNABOUT CHILDREN must have regular rest 
periods. Otherwise they will keep on playing, trotting back 
and forth, climbing and jumping and falling down and getting 
up again, until they are unfit for anything. Too tired to eat, 
or sleep, or bear with themselves, they are a handful for their 
mothers, who are likely to be tired by that time, too. 

If the child has been used to a rest time, a quiet period, 
accustomed to change his activity at a set time every morning 
and afternoon, he will not rebel too much, and he will have 
the rest that refreshes his body and mind. If he can sleep 
in the afternoon that is a great help. Some children cannot, 
and it is useless to try to force them to do so. Let him rest 
listening to good music; let him shell peas, string buttons, do 
nothing while he listens to a story. 

Each child has a different way of resting and once that 
is found things are easier for him and his mother. Preventing 
fatigue is easier than dealing with it once it sets in.

WE ARE UP against the same 
difficulty that we met last year 
in one of the articles which starts 
with the declaration that every- 
one has a right to life. 

Our friends, the British, have 
drafted a few exceptions to this 
right. All of us, I think. would 
accept one or two exceptions if 
we could cover the rest by a gen- 
eral limitations clause that would 
apply to all the articles and say 
that rights are conditions by such 
precautions as have to be taken 
for the sake of public health, pub- 
lic morals and national security, 
or words to that effect. If we 


are going to mention enough ex- 
ceptions, however, so that it looks 
as though we were trying to 
enumerate or include all the ex- 
ceptions that might be considered 
necessary to that article, then we 
must really be specific and try 
to make a comprehensive list. 
And when we do that we find 
the exceptions running away with 
us. 


The original drafting commit- 
tee thought of 40 exceptions to 
one article and we have already 
listed 12 or more. 

Beyond this fundamental dif- 
ference, I think the other dif- 
ferences are questions of legal 
phrasing and I hope a little meet- 
ing on the side will help to clear 
those up.
